The True Gypsy Never Stea ls Children —

The American gypsy is considered, pri­ 
marily, a horse-thief and the robber of 
chicken roosts. 
He is considered, too, as al­ 
ways covetous of the children of white per­ 
sons.

His wagons 
and tents may be crowded with children, 
some of whom are much fairer than their 
progenitors, but never in the camp of the

Often 
when

“ Many per­ 
sons insult me about my little girl,” said 
handsome ^ancy Sparrow to me with scorn. 
‘•They say to me, ‘Is she your child!’ a nl 
then look one to the other,” she continued. 
“ I know right well what they mean. 
One 
■lay a woman asked me where I got the 
child. 
1 replied, 
‘Ah, madam, she is my 
very own,’ but she believed me not, and 
» aid I stole the little girl, because her hair 
is lig ht 
Surely it will be the true Romany 
black when she is large. 
It angers me that 
her hair should now be like the whites. 
But 
many of our children here have hair that 
is fair. 
It is the climate.” 
Nancy Sparrow spoke the truth. 
Tue 
gypsy is bound by a mighty tribal oath to 
know naught but evil intent toward any not 
cf his blood. 
Timo and change have con­ 
tributed to wear away the force of this vow, 
which his ancestors took centuries ago, but 
it is sufficiently strong to do away with the 
possibility of his caring to make his own any 
children not born of bis people. 
He himself 
can not tell why he is bound by tjbis oath. 
He knows nothing but that it is the law of 
his race, and that whosoever the Horn may 
be who departs from it he is despised by Lis 
kind. 
Aek the gypsy what was the laud of 
LLi people and he will reply Egypt, for ho 
knows no better. 
Probably not one gypsy 
cut of 10.o >0 Las any other idea of his origin 
at the present day. 
He does not know that 
instead of being an Egyptian he is the de­ 
scendant of the disinherited outcasts of 
India. 
Every year as soon as the winter snows 
begin to melt on nearly every road within a 
radius of 5)0 miles of Chicago gypsy trains 
can be seen wen ling their way to the me­ 
tropolis. 
The suburbs of Chicago are tbe 
yearly meeting place of all tho gypsy fam­ 
ilies of the west and south. 
Often these 
families, such as the Stanley and Butler 
tribes, number hundreds of persons. 
They 
camp conveniently near the city. 
Few of 
tue Romany folk can write, and there is lit­ 
tle exchanging of letters among kin. 
Tho 
t.me passed near the city is the visiting pe­ 
riod, when relations learn of each other, 
and when matches are made between the 
gypsy youths. 
The Romany tenting season 
about Chicago usually begins in March. 
Camp is broken about this time. Tho tribes 
catter, some individual families going in 
one direction, some in another, to meet 
again when a year has passed. 
All the winter before coming to the city's 
boundaries the men have been engaged in 
various country places, buying up horses and 
fitting them for the market. 
These horses 
are Lrought into the city by the gypsy 
vender. 
They are disposed of at hand­ 
some profits. The gypsy, is therefore, never 
poor. 
Invariable be has plenty of ready 
money. 
He invests his wealth in no per­ 
manent way. 
Seldom does he intrust it to 
the keeper of a bank. 
If he buys land with 
it and » etiles down upon a farm, even for a 
portion of his days, he is no longer a true 
Rom.

America have shown a disposition within 
the last few years to ignore the custom of 
their fathers and settle themselves to the

has quick conception, ready 
adaptation, a nl nimble fingers, besides a 
pronounced sense for the beautiful.

obtain a negative, and it may be repro­ 
duced, like an engraving, to any extent 
Every lover of science should understand 
photography sufficiently to enable him to 
uso the camera and prepare a plate. 
Think 
what photography has done for the legal 
practice, osp? cially in criminal cases, art it­ 
self, military science, astronomy, medicine 
and allied sciences. 
The power of tbe sun’s 
pencil, if I may 5use that word, in giving 
minute and subtle indications of expressions 
in tho human face has made it a valuable 
adjunct in psychological medicine. 
The 
power of words to explain certain types of 
insanity is feeble as compared with the 
whole aspect of the patient and expression 
of his face—those the photographer can give 
with unerring certainty.” 
U ‘ ‘But how do^you got at it,” interrupted the 
reporter man, anxious to learn something 
about the tricks of the trade. 
“ I see you mean business,” replied the 
artist, smiling. 
“ Now sit down and I will 
give you a chance to see the inside by de­ 
veloping a negative of your own good- 
natured face. 
I shall employ the instantan­ 
eous, or, rather, dry-plate, process to save 
time. 
Bo seated, please.” 
This the reporter did, but before he was 
initiated into the mysteries of the art t ie 
photographer took occasion to deliver a lit­ 
tle lecture on what the “ sitter” should do, 
or rather, how he should behave. 
“ That will never do,” said the artist. 
“ You must not wear a forced smile while 
sitting, or your friends will bo shocked at 
tho horrible grin which you show in the 
picture. 
No, you must not be unnaturally 
serious, oither, else you appear as one with 
sinister motive*\ 
Look perfectly uncon­ 
scious of what is going on, neither expect­ 
ant nor tickled by a sense of your own im­ 
portance. 
So, that will do for the face, but 
you must not present your broadside; you 
are too fleshy for that. 
Tho posture should 
be easy and unconstrained; the feet and 
hands neither 
projecting 
too 
much nor 
drawn boo far back; the eyes directed a 
little sideways above tbe camera., and fixed 
on some object. 
No, not on the appar­ 
atus,” said the artist, 
when the reporter 
looked that way. 
“ Never allow that to be 
done. 
It will make you look dolorou? and 
dissatisfied. 
Now, you are rather stout, and 
I shall place you at a distance from thè 
camera, and sideways to it. 
Persons of 
slender proportions I make sit fall in front, 
and nearer to the camera. 
A thick hand 
like youis should show* the thumb in the 
foreground; a slender hand bad better show 
tho back; a handsomo hand ought to show a 
full two-third view, with the fingers hang­ 
ing down. 
A full, round face, with large 
mouth and small eyes and nose, should be 
taken in half profile, so as to show one side 
of the face in full, with very little of the 
other side. 
A moderately full face, with 
aquiline nose a nl handsome mouth and 
« yes, may show a three-fourth profile. Only 
countenances with strongly marked features 
ought ti bo taken full in front”

ist ad just? 1 the slides in front of tho lens. 
Then he pointed to a bust of Garfield, which 
stood on a small stand in the studio, diag­ 
onally across from the reporter.

The colors most common to the eyes are 
brown, gray, blue, hazel, and black, or 
what we call black, for those eyes which ap­ 
pear to lie black will generally tie fourul to 
be of a deep yellowish-brown when looked 
at very narrowly; it is the distance only 
which makes them appear black, Iteeause the 
deep yellow-brown color is in such strong 
contrast to the white of the eye that it ap­ 
pears black. There are also eyes of so bright 
a hazel as to appear almost yellow; lastly, 
there are eyes that art' positively green. 
Very beautiful, too, are some of the eyes of 
this color when they are shaded—as is very 
often the case—with long dark eyelashes; 
but, though lieautifuh they are not indicative 
of a good disposition. 
Clear light blue eyes, with a calm stead­ 
fastness in their glance, are indicative of 
cheerfulness of disposition, of a serene tom- 
j>er, and a constant nature. 
These eyes are 
peculiar to the northern nations; one meets 
them among the Swedes, and also sometimes 
among the Scotch. 
The blue eyes we see 
among the rare blondes of the south—that is, 
in Italy ami Spain—have among them eyes 
in which are some 
greenish 
tints; 
and 
such eyes, though often called light blue, 
have none of the qualities ot serenity and 
constancy which belong to the light blue 
eyes of the north. 
Neithar must the pleas­ 
ant light blue eye with the honest glance be 
confounded with another sort of eye of a 
pale blue, almost steel-colored hue, which 
has a continually shifting sort of motion 
both of the eyelids and the pupils of the 
eyes. 
People with such eyes as these an* to 
I** avoided, as they are indicative of a de­ 
ceitful and selfish nature. 
Very dark blue 
eyes, with something of the tint of .the vio­ 
let, show groat power of affection and purity 
of mind, but not much intellectuality. 
Blue 
eyes are more significant of tenderness and 
of a certain yieldingness of purpose than 
either brown, black, or gray eyes. 
Blue­ 
eyed people are not inconstant, like those of 
the hazel and yellow eyes, but they yield 
from affection. 
Gray eyes, of a somewhat greenish gruy, 
with orange as well as blue in them, mid 
which are of ever-varying tints, like the sea, 
are those which denote most intellectuality. 
They art1 especially indicative of tho impuls­ 
ive, impressionable temiierament—-a mixture 
of the sanguine and the bilious—which pn>- 
duees the jx**Tic and artistic natures. 
In 
England—where there a n1 mom varieties of 
tints in eyes than in any other country—the 
poets have almost always gruy eyes. 
A bi­ 
ographer of Byron speaks of his “ beautiful 
changeful gray eyes.” Shakespeare also had, 
we are told, gray eyes; Coleridge, eyes of 
a greenish gray. 
Among the artists, too, 
eyes of this color abound. 
Black eyes, or what are considered such, 
are indicative of passionate ardor in love. 
Brown eyes, when not of the yellowish tint, 
but pure russet brown, show an affectionate 
disposition; the darker the brown—that is, 
the more they verge on to that deepest of 
brown which in eyes we are in the habit of 
calling black—the more ardent and passion­ 
ate is th<« power of affection. 
The brown 
eyes which do not apj**ar black—that is, 
which are not dark enough toapix-ar so—are 
the eyes of sweet, gentle und unselfish nar 
tures, without the inconstancy of the light 
brown or yellow eyes—“ golden eyes,” as 
they were called by a lady novelist, find 
which arc very little more to U* trusted 
than the green eyes. 
Green eyes, although their praises are 
often sung in Brinish ballads, show deceit 
and coquetry. We sometimes see eyes which 
are a combination of yellow, orange and 
blue, the latter color generally appearing in 
streaks over the whole surface <»f the iris, 
while th« 1 orange and yellow are set iu Hakes 
of unequal size around and at some little dis­ 
tance irom the pupil « if the eye. 
Eyes of 
Lins variety <d tints show Intellect, or at any 
rafi* a certain originality 
eharaet* r. 
No 
•ommonplaee nature has this sort of eye. 
Hasty, irritable |*.*rsnns have frequently 
«‘yes of a brownish tint inclined to u gmeuisb 
hu e. Although th«* purely green eye indi- 
•nt« s « leeeit and coquetry, th<> projensity to 
greenish tints in th<* ey**s hs a sign of wls- 
d< m und courage. 
Very dW erie persons, if
